The  Fruit  Industry  of  British  Columbia

AlthouKh  it  is  only  si.xteen  years  since  the  (irst  full  car- 
load of  fruit  was  shipped  out  of  British  Columbia,  progress 
has  been  fairly  rapid  and  people  are  now  beKinniiiK-  to  realize 
somethint'  of  its  possibilities  as  a  fruit-Ki'owinjr  i)rovince  lii 
the  .season  of  IIMIJ,  the  fruit  crop  of  British  Columliia  was 
valued  at  .StiOK.ddO  and  the  area  uiuUm-  cultivation  estimated 
at  14,000  acres. 

In  l!»0.")  the  area  andvv  fruit  had  been  increased  to  2U,(I0() 
acres,  ar.d  the  total  revenue  derived  therefrom  was  nearly 
ilil,(tOO,(l(M).  In  the  same  year  .something-  like  #r)00,0()()  was 
expended  in  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  fruit  lands,  and 
the  avera^^e  price  received  for  fr,-ade  Xo.  1  apples  from  Octo- 
ber 1,  liior,,  to  March  .-il,  1!)()(;.  was  M.2-;  per  40-11.  bo.x,  f.o  b 
shippintr  point.  The  early  varieties  .startefl  out  v  SI  net  and 
durintr  the  latter  part  of  Febiuaiv  and  March  a^  hi^h  as  .*■'» 
per  bo.x  was  bem^  pun]  for  strictly  .\o.  1  in  carload  lots. 
Ihe  averatre  prices  of  other  fruits  for  the  .seat-on  of  190.') 
were:  Pears,  ^X/AS  per  40-lb.  bo.x;  prunes  and  plums,  "k:

Outside  of  the  quantities  con.sumed  in  our  own  cities  the 
chief  market  for  British  Columbiii  fruit  is  the  prairie  pro- 
vinces ;  a  market  which  will  always  demand  the  best  that 
the  fruit -frrower  can  produce  and  in  ever-incivasiiij.-  (uian- 
tities,  so  that  British  Columbia  need  have  no  fear,  no  matter 
how  rapidly  the  industry  flevelops,  of  an  <)ver-|)roduction  of 
Rood,  clean  commercial  varieties.  The  province  is  most 
favorably  situated,  in  bein^  conli.uuous  to  the  jjreat  plains  of 
the  middle  west,  where  fruit-KrowiiiK  on  a  commercial  basis 
IS  not  likely  ever  to  be  a  success.  That  territorv  is  sure  t(. 
increase  rajiidly  in  population  and  the  con.>-umption  of  fruit 
will  be  enormous.  It  is  a  lurious  fact  that  the  aveLiRe 
family  on  the  prairies  consumes  more  fruit  than  do  those  of 
l>ritish  Columbia,  and  it  is  ([uite  natural,  akso,  to  expect  that 
as  the  far.iiers  of  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba  .suc- 
ceed, within  a  comparatively  few  years,  in  layinL'  bv  sufficient 
to  keep  them  in  comfort  for  the  rest  of  "their  lives,  thev 
should  look  to  British  Columbia,  with  its  con>.renial  climate, 
magnificent  ocenery  and  tremendous,  unexplored  and  un- 
developed natural  resources,  as  a  place  in  which  to  sper.d 
their  declining'  years.
